was until recently. It was moved 
to its present location in 1890. 
The original organizers were G.

B. Mason, Jim H. Hill, E. Greer,

F. E. Adams, president is a na­ 
tive of Alabama, but was brought 
to Athens, Texas as a small boy.

However, let me add, that so 
far as we are concerned, peanuts 
and diversification have saved the 
day in this section and only today, 
one of our very best farmers who 
was among the last to give up the 
cotton route, said to me, “ I am 
sure the boll weevil in the end will 
prove a blessing to this country, 
and our people are going to he 
more independent than ever be­ 
fore in their history." 
This is the language of Mr. Joe 
Patterson, a man who was a suc­ 
cessful cotton raiser and an inde­ 
pendent man in every particular 
and one of our best citizens. 
But, to answer your question 
relative to peanuts and their eul- 
t »ire: 
My first answer is that like all 
other corps you will find various 
and sundry differences about some 
points in cultivation of the crop, 
but so many essential points you 
will find practically all agreed. 
SOIL.—Loose sandy soil is the 
best for peanuts and should be giv­ 
en preference, but any soil t hat 
will pulverize well will raise pea­ 
nuts and don’t be afraid if it is 
strong land because it will make 
better peanuts, just as it will any 
other crop. 
However, depleted blow 
sand 
will often make a fair crop of pea­ 
nuts where it would hardly make 
anything else. 
If tlie land is the least bit tight, 
it should be well broken and thor­ 
oughly pulverized before planting 
time. 
The time to 
plant 
peanuts is 
from April 10th to May 15th, any 
time after danger of frost is ever 
and very fair crops have been rais­ 
ed planted as late as June 15th, 
but such late planting is not advis­ 
ed 
unless other considerations 
make it necessary. 
In the selection and planting of 
seed lies much of the success or 
failure of the crop so far as pro­ 
duction is concerned, not loss than

ly free from pops and damaged 
nuts a bushel and a half should in 
all cases be used. About 6 to 8 in­ 
ches apart is the correct distance 
for peanuts in hill and rows can be 
as close as can be cultivated with 
cultivator. 
11 nuts are mixed with consider­ 
able sticks and trash and one will 
take the trouble to break them and 
clean sticks and trash it will take 
less seed and a better stand will be 
the result. 
With many crops a skip does not 
mean anything but a heavier yield 
on each side, but with nuts a skip 
mans a loss ot just that many pea­ 
nuts. 
An average family can 
easily 
hand pick and break two or three 
bushels after supper each evening 
or take rainy days when no outside 
wirk can be done and the saving of 
seed and increase in production of 
nuts will pay a large dividend for 
the labor necessary. 
Nuts that have oeen thrashed 
from a wet or moldy stack should 
never be planted as they often go 
throught a heat that destroys their 
germinating qualities and will give 
a poor stand. 
Twenty acres with a good stand 
well can d for is tnueh better than 
forty, ragged stand and 
poorly 
worked and if 
ne thinks about 
the waste occasioned ky poor stand 
in labor and the use of land they 
can approximate tin* 1 oss a 50 per 
cent stand means.

but "pops." The nature of the 
Spanish peanut in its purity is 
to run up a straight vine and make 
its principal crop around the root. 
Whenever a vine spreads 
too 
much it is a sign they have become 
mixed with the large or Virginia 
or Tennessee peanut and do not 
stand dry weather so well. 
In cultivating pen nuts after they 
are of considerable siez, if neces- 
sar yto cover tine grass or other 
vegetation, some loose dirt rolled 
on them does no damage 
in tin* 
least. 


After peanuts commence mak­ 
ing good don’t plow too close to 
them as they can be injured. 
As to harvesting there is almost 
as many theories and ways as far­ 
mers engeged in the business. 
The department at Washington 
issues a bulletin by Beattie, styled 
“ peanuts, 
which gives a 
plan 
whereby if followed will allow pea 
nuts in stock to stand 
a 
great 
amount of wet weather and yet 
come out in fine shape. 1 shall not 
give the details of this plan as the 
bulletin can be bad free by writ­ 
ing your congressman or senator. 
Many people, if thresher is handy 
and the weather fine, plow them 
up, shake the vine and put them 
in windrows and haul to thresher, 
but if rain comes the bay is dam­ 
aged and if continued rains fol­ 
low the peanut also will be dam­ 
aged, however a shower of rain 
that merely turns the hay black 
does not destroy its feed value for 
home use. A better plan is to plow 
peanuts up, shake them and pitch 
into windrows, and

Some have them complete and cut 
up iu different fields, others are do 
*ng h gradually as their financial 
condition warrants. 
if a farmer contemplates hogs 
and peanuts, he should also plant 
peas iu his corn and in fact every 
vvnste spot in his field and if he has 
a large bunch of hogs he can thresh 
whatever peanuts he desires and 
leave a portion for the hogs to 
gather. 


The Forth Worth murket makes 
a deduction 011 peanut fed hogs of 
$1.50, if guaranteed to cut hard 
and they cut soil, but if sold out 
right the difference is not near so 
groat and we hope in the near fit-1 
ture it will be reduced to not only 
>0 cents and with that difference, 
I have never talked to a farmer 
who «lid not think we could sell at 
a fifty deduction and beat the corn 
man. 


I could enter into details about 
I his matter and all others connec­ 
ted with th«* diversification pro­ 
position that has followed peanuts, 
but it would weary your patience 
and consume too much space. 
I 
siiggt^st that if your people are in­ 
terested in the production you at 
once write the agricultural depart­ 
ment at Austin and also at Wash­ 
ington und ask for all bulletins 
bearing on the proposition of pea­ 
nuts as well as hog raising. Dis­ 
tribute them freely to the right 
parties; they contain valuable in­ 
formation for tho intelligent man 
who studies them and makes al­ 
lowance for difference in soil and 
climate. 


The oil mills over Texas are tak­ 
ing up the matter and I see no rea­ 
son why there should not be a 
broader market than ever before 


for p«*anuts. 
I)l vaunts, bogs aiid general di- 
t ersification, intelligently 
arried 
out is not a get-rich-quick scheme 
-—it takes work, study and sticka- 
bility, but if an unprejudiced man 
will come to our community and 
study the conditions, talk to our 
good farmers and see what has 
been accomplished and the good 
results flowing to us, facts, not 
theories, he will certainly give up 
boll weevil cotton as long as we 
have the pest and all cotton forV 
and all.—Dublin Progress.

I Vpw propose to

sliglft taste of Comanche county’s 
imm&nse egg pudding. 
As a rule we only guess at what 
is doing in produce selling, but I 
have before me cold facts as shown 
by hard dollars paid out for egg 
cases, each of which of course rep­ 
resent so many dozen eggs. 
Last week one Comanche con­ 
cern received a solid car load of 
egg cases which contained exact­ 
ly 4,000 cases; each case holds 30 
dozen eggs, which means 120,000 
dozen eggs to fill this one car. 
The concern mentioned above re­ 
ceives at least two cars of cases 
'taeh year, and I presume that oth­ 
ers ship to Comanche about the 
same amount, making four cars of 
cases each year which means Co­ 
manche ships 480,000 dozen eggs, 
say at an average price of 15 cents, 
equals $72,000.00 worth of eggs 
shipped from Comanche each year, 


say nothing of DeLeon, Gustine, 
Hasse, Prpctor, Sipe Springs and 
other Comanche county towns. 
As most chickens run out I pre­ 
sume that the value of eggs eaten 
by the family will cover all the 
feeding expense which would leave 
this entire $72,000.00 as net profit 
to the farmers. 
IIow is that for one of our small­ 
est items for diversification? 
I claim taht we are all of the 
harness and doing our full duty. 
Should there be even one th at’s 
not, let them take courage and 
embibe some of the thrift and en­ 
thusiasm of the hens and they’ll 
soon be on the road (not the Dub­ 
lin road) to sure prosperity. 
So say we all.

The Kdiaon phonograph, the grapho 
phone type perfected by Bell and Taln- 
ter and the gramophone tyj»e by Ber­ 
liner are all baaed on substantially the 
н ате principle. 
Sound waves set up lu 
the air by any sound are allowed to 
strike a delicately held diaphragm, 
which vibrates under the Impact of the 
sound waves. The vibrations are made 
to leave a record on a suitable me 
dlum, and this sound record is used to 
perform the inverse operation when Ц

to 
reproduce 
recorded 
sounds—that Is, the record is made to 
vibrate a sensitive diaphragm and set 
up in the air particular waves, which 
convey to the ear tiie Impression of 
sound. 
Ih e differences in the systems are In 
the way In which the vibrations are re 
corded. 
The disk record, which made 
the machine popular, was first manu­ 
factured In the United States lu 18Э7. 
Improvements In the machine and in 
the needles followed. 
lo make a gramophone record n per 
son sings before the mouth of a horn, 
the object of which is to concentrate 
the energy «if the sound waves upon 
tiie recording diaphragm. 
At the nar­ 
row end of the horn are the recording 
sound box and the machine with Its 
attendant exj»ert.

recording box. 
The 
sapphire cutting point is lowered ao 
as to enter the wax three and one-half 
to four oue-thousandths of an lncli. and 
ae the machine runs It cuts a fine apiral 
groove, running from tha edge to the 
center. 
The construction of the sound 
box is secret, as Is the composition of 
th© wax tablet. 
The next step In the process is tbs 
reproduction of the record as a nega­ 
tive in copper. The wax la dusted with 
graphite and worked into the grooves 
with a badger brash to make it elec­ 
tro-conductive; then It Is lowered Into 
an electrolytic bath of copper salt solu­ 
tion.

L. B. RUSSELL

L. B. Russell, sometimes called 
“ the Old Galoot.” was born in Go­ 
liad, Tex.i .. Sep. 16, 1850. moved 
with his parents t<> the then new 
town of Heleva. Karnes county in 
January, 1853, where he grew to 
manhood. He was educated in the 
local schools of that time, missing 
three years on 
account of 
the 
schools suspending during the Civ­ 
il war, completing his high school 
course at the age of 16. At the age 
of 17 he served one year as deputy 
clerk, resigning this position, he 
cut and hauled cordwood 
and 
stacked lumber for another year, 
and at the age of 19 served a year 
in the printing office, and the fol­ 
lowing year he became a clerk in 
a store, resigning this position he 
entered the sendee of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and re­ 
mained with 
this 
company for 
nearly five years. At the age of 
22 he was married to Miss Alice 
Beeinan. 
While in the employ of 
the Western Union Company he 
managed to study law, and at the 
age of 24, in 1874, he was admitted 
to the Bar. On Oct., 
1876, he 
moved from Karnes county to Co­ 
manche, and in 1877 he bought a 
one-half interest in the Comanche 
Chief and took charge as editor, 
which position he held for one 
year. 
In 1886 he started a new 
paper called “ Town and Country ’’ 
which he sold out the following 
year, and again acquired another 
half interest in the Chief with Sam 
Vernon ; which he sold, after throe 
years, to Frank Vernon of Sipe 
Springs. 
In 1890 lie was elected Mayor of 
the City of Comanche and served 
one term ; also in 1903 he was elec­ 
ted again for another term; serv­ 
ed as City Secretary 
for three 
year*, from 1910 to 1913. On June 
28,1913, In* again entered the Held 
of journalism, by 
starting 
the 
“ Vanguard,” 
with 
only 
three 
paid up subscriptions; 
but with 
his untiring energy and rare abil­ 
ity as an editor, he lias built up a 
paper of which Comanche 
may 
well feel proud. 


K. U. W iesendanger, more gen­ 
erally known as Wies, was born 
on Lake Constance, Switzerland, 
Jan. 1st, 1850, where lu* grew to 
manhood, receiving his education 
from the public schools of that 
country; came 
to America 
in 
March, 1873, settling first at Cleve­ 
land, Ohio., where he stayed two 
years. He then moved to Omaha, 
Neb., remaining two years, 
and 
then to Dallas for a 
few weeks 
and on to Comanche, landing here 
Jan. 1st, 1878. 
When he was a boy lie learned 
the trade of gunsmith, but since 
coming to Comanche lie has been 
in tin* barber business continuous­ 
ly for 37 years* however, devoting 
a part of hi'' time t ) the writing of 
hooks and pamphlets, one of his 
most, noted being “ Fate and Jus­ 
tice.” 
In addition to his other 
busines she used to spend a great 
deal of his time as an orehardist, 
hut in recent years, since his fam­ 
ily has all grown up and left him, 
he spends most of his time read­ 
ing and in his shop. As a barber 
he is readily recognized as the 
“ daddy of them all.”
